Prisoners were sssi:ned to work fer any national enterprise in Pardubice 
which requastec them. The national enterprise, Waste Raw Materiels Pleat, 
formerly the Vaclav Petracek firm, receives ten prisoners every day. Ths 
plant is responsible for the fuerding of the men while under ite 

The psisoners mist work outside repardless of the weather, and since they have 
so Ghaungs of clothes, often must work many days in wet clothes. Prisoners 
wise work in foundries, as bricklayers' helpers and on read construction. 

fhe relationship betwaen the workers on these various projects and the 
prisoners is friendly and hearty. Workers offer the prisoners food and carry 
messapex between the prisoners and their family or friend 
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
